County of Middleſex, on Thurſday the 27th. Day of Auguſt, 1685. 
And in the firſt Tear of his Mayeſties Reign. 


Hereas at ſcycral Sefſions, laſt paſt, held for the City of London, 
V and County of Mzddleſex,divers Crinunals had received Sen- 
tence of Death and Tranſportation, it pleaſed His Moſt Sacred Majeſty 
out of his Inherent Clemency peculiarly Reſident in his Royal Line, in 
In:tation of his Mercitully Famous, and cvcr to be Remembred Anceſtors 
to extend the favour of His Free and Gracious Pardon to the ſeveral 
MImoners here under Named. In order whereunto the Right Honourable 
i James Smith, Kt. Lord Mayor of the City of London, Sir Thomas 
Jemer, Kt. one of his Majeſtics Serjeants at Law, and Recorder of the 
lad City together with others of the Worſhipful the Aldermen of the 
ſud City, the ſame Day about Four of the Clock in the Afternoon, did 
call over the ſeycral Priſoners here under Named, for whom a General 
Pardon was there Read, which they ſcverally on their reſpc&tive Knees 
all Pleaded ; which the Court was pleaſed to Allow of ; and according- 
ly the ſaid Malcfactors were thereby Pardoned, viz.
